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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Application 

Claims 1-89 are pending in this action. Claims 1-89 are subject to an Election/Restriction 
requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-51, drawn to a method of radiative therapy, classified in class 604, 
subclass 20. 

II. Claims 52-71, drawn to a kit for administering radiative therapy, classified in 
class 206, subclass 438. 

III. Claims 72-89, drawn to a targetable particle comprising a magnetic component, 
classified in class 428, subclass 402. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:

71). The Group I invention is drawn to a method of radiative therapy, whereas the Group II 
invention is drawn to a kit for administering radiative therapy. The groups are distinct in that 
while Group I is directed to a process, Group II is directed to a receptacle or package (kit). Thus, 
the different groups have different issues regarding patentability, enablement and written 
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description. The groups are further distinct as evidenced by their different classification. The 
different groups would require completely different searches in both the patent and non-patent 
databases, and there is no expectation that the searches would be coextensive. Art anticipating 
Group I would not anticipate nor necessarily render obvious Group II. This creates an undue 
search burden upon the Examiner. 

The Group I invention (claims 1-51) is distinct from the Group III invention (claims 72- 
89). The Group I invention is drawn to a method of radiative therapy, whereas the Group III 
invention is drawn to a targetable particle comprising a magnetic component. The groups are 
distinct in that while Group I is directed to a process, Group III is directed to a product (particle). 
The different groups have different issues regarding patentability, enablement and written 
description. The groups are further distinct as evidenced by their different classification. The 
different groups would require completely different searches in both the patent and non-patent 
databases, and there is no expectation that the searches would be coextensive. Art anticipating 
Group I would not anticipate nor necessarily render obvious Group III. This creates an undue 
search burden upon the Examiner.

would be coextensive. Art anticipating Group II would not anticipate nor necessarily render 
obvious Group III. This creates an undue search burden upon the Examiner. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
